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Sergeant Cox Describes what he Wit- 
nessed at a Slade Seance. 



During tho trial of Dr. Slado in London 
Ci'iiusol, for tin' defehce read a lottor 
ftoin Surgcaut Oox, describing what ho 
saw nt ti Shalt) Beanoe. Wo oxtraot a por- 
tion of tho iutter from tho London Dally 
Telegraph: 
"Some rapid r'oppings, indicating that 
i the writiug wus amahed, tiio slute ww 
I lifted, and in a clear aud perfeotly ditj- 
■ tiuot writing the followingwusread.lt 
liliod tho whole nido oi the suite: 

''•Dear Serj. — Yon ate now investigating 
a subject that is worihy of all tho time 
that you or any man can devote to 
its investigation. W hen man can beliovo 
in this truth, it will in most, cases make 
him a better man. This is our object in 
coming to earth— to make men ana wotu- 
ou better, wiser, and purer.— 1 urn truly, 
"A. W. Hlade." 
Whilo I was reading this a hand again 
grasped uiy knoe.f urtheut from Dr. Slade, 
whoso hands were at that moment holding 
tho slate that I may copy tho writing. As 
1 wrote, u hand, wtiioh I saw distinctly, 
came from under tho table, seized my 
waistcoat, aud pulled it violently. Seeing 
thai I took tho pencil with which I was 
copying the words and laid it at the edge 
ol the table furthest from Dr. Slado, aud 
far beyond his read), the end of the pen- 
cil projecting about two inches over tho 
lodgo. I asked it' the hand would take the 
pencil. Forthwitn o baud came from 
under tho table, seized the pencil and 
throw it upon the floor. I again asked that 
it would pick up the pencil and bring it 
to mo. In a miiiiuo il was brought and 
put upon the table to my side. I saw the 
hand that brought it as distinctly as 1 
could see my own. It was a small hand, 
seemingly that ot a woman. Again the 
elate wus cloanetl and laid upon tho table 
as before, my hand upon it. In a fow 
seconds tho following sentence was writ- 
ten. Considerable power was used in 
this writing, and I could distinctly feel 
tho pressure of the pencil upon tho slate,' 
and its motion as every word was written: 
"I am Dr. John Forbes, 1 was the Queeu's 
physician. God bless you— J. Forbes." 
While I was reading this the hand again 
came from uuder ttie table and seized the 
sleevo of my coat ami tried to pull my 
arm down: but I resisted, and it disap- 
peared. Then it came up again, as if 
from my legs, and caught too eyeglass that 
was hanging from my neck ana opened 
it. Dining all iliesu phenomena Dr. 
Static's hanus were before mo on tho lab.o 
aud his feet full in my view upon the 
floor. Tho hand on each occasion came 
from tho side of the tablo opposite to 
where Dr. Slado was sitting. He was 
seated on my left leg, in a position im- 
possible to nim. The hand 1 saw was not 
half the size of Dr. Blade's hand. It 
touched mv hand three times; and I could 
feel that it was warm, soft, ami moist, 
and as solid aud fleshy as my own. Again 
the slate was oieaued and held under the 
tablo right against tho wood, one half of 
it projectiug aguinst tho edge, so that 1 
might bo assured that it was tightly 
pressed against the wood; but tho slate 
was seized, and w ith great force drawn 
away ami rapidly raised above me and 
placed npou my head. In this position tho 
sound of writing upon it was distinotlj 
heard me. On removing it [found written 
upon it in the following words: "Man 
must not doubt any more, when welcan 
come in this way — .1. 1''. M. D." Then 
the large armchair rushed forward from 
tho corner of tho room in which it hail 
been plsoed to the table. Again tho slate 
Mas placed under the table and project- 
ing Irom it. A hand twice seized and 
shook my leg, both of the hands of Dr. 
Slade being at tiio moment before me, 
and his whole person visible. Thus ondeii 
this experiment. All ttiat 1 have report- 
ed was done, that is certain. How it was 
done, and by what agency, is a problem 
for psychology to solve. For my own 
part, I can say only that I was in the full 
possession ol my senses: that 1 was wide 
awake; that it was in broad daylight: that 
Dr. Slado was under my observation tho 
whole time, and could not nave moved 
hand or loot without, being detected by 
me." 

The Spirit- "Writing- Case. 

Tho Slade case has terminated, 
rather unexpectedly, in the conviction 
of the principal offender. Tho charge 
ol' conspiracy was virtually dropped, 
and tho prosecution relied solely upon 
tho count that Slado was an impostor, 
who had brought himself under the 
conditions of the Vagrant Act. Tho 
contention seemed to mo of doubtful 
temtbility, as it is obvious tho Vagrant 
Act was never intended to apply to 
persons plying tho trade of private 
mediums, and i think ;t would havo 
havo been better if Sliulo hud been 
prosecuted on tho distinct charge of 
obtaining money under false pretences. 
Mr. Flowers, however, tho inagistato 
at 13ow-st., took a contrary view, and 
decided, without entering on tho ques- 
tion whothor Blade did or did not 
possoss any supernatural powers, ho 
had brought himself by the exhibition 
of spirit- writing- under tho peualtios 



atachod to vagrancy. Acting upon 
this view, ho sontenced S'ade to three 
months' imprisonment with hard la- 
bour as a common rogue and impostor. 
Considering that hundreds of mediums 
havo plied tho sumo trade as Slado 
without being interfered with by tho 
law, tho Hcntonce, however just m its 
behalf, is a very sevore one in as far as 
tho culprit is concerned. I imagine, 
howover, that Mr. Flowers purposely 
inflicted a punishment of excessive 
sevority in order to ensure an appeal 
to a higher tribunal. Appeal front a 
summary conviction on the part of a 
magistrate lies to the Bench of Magis- 
trates at Quarter Sessions. In conse- 
quence tho Slade case will bo tried 
again at tho uext Middlesex Sessions. 
Sergeant Cox, who is one of tho chief 
believers in spiritualism, would virtu- 
ally prosiuo at these sessions, but I 
should doubt his exercising tho privi- 
lege. Still, his influence with the 
Bench is considerable, and my im- 
pression is the conviction will not 'be 
sustained. If this should prove to bo 
tho caso Slade and his brother 
mediums will only gain by the 
notoriety which the prosecution litis 
given to their performances. -"London 
Cor. Toronto Globe."

Wo summarize our last night's dis- 
patches from tho East.

The New 
York Herald is filled with gloomy forebod- 
ings, saying, "it seems probable that tho 
Senate will claim that Mr. Hayes is elect- 
ed, and the House that Mr, Tildon is 
elected, and that with two claimants for 
the office an excuse may be found for 
cutting the knot with tho sword. If the 
dispute comes to that pass, the man who 
wields the sword will be master of the 
situation. We have too much confidence 
in the good sense and self-command of 
the American people to believe there will 
lie any resort to force, unless there should 
be deliberate shaping of events to that 
end by the commander-in-chief of the 
army.

The fates, or bad woikinansliip, seems 
to bo against the sailing of the Shah, tho 
now flagship of the Pacific The London 
Times of tin; -1th Novoml ier saj»: "Her Ma- 
jesty's ship Sb.au, iron frigate, eased with 
wood, lying at Spitliead, proceeded, on 
Wednesday, at 8 a.m., on tbe usual trip 
of six hours' continuous steiirniiifr which 
all vessels undergo previous to leaving 
England for a, foreign station. Her last 
trial, held three weeks ago, win unsatis- 
factory, as tho heating of tho bearings of 
her engines prevented tho required speed 
being realized. It was hoped that on this 
occasion this difficulty had boon over- 
come, and that a speed of 7(1 revolutions 
would be obtained. This speed, however, 
the shin's engines have failed to devel- 
ops, tho greatest number obtained in 
Wednesday's trial baing 62 revolutions 
per minute, when the bearing on the 
crank-pin end of the connecting rods be- 
came so overheated as to a necessitate a 
decrease of speed. Up to 01 revolutions 
per minute of the engines the bearings 
stood tolerably well, tbe 'ordinary water 
sarvice of tho ship serving to keep them 
cool. These orank-pin bearings were ori- 
ginally made of ordinary brass lined with 
white metal, but as the metal was found 
ou trial to run when exposed to tho boat 
developed by tbe enormous friction about 
tho orank-pin bearings in phosphor 
bronze wore substituted their placo. 
These have stood very much better, but 
still theru seoms to be some undiscovered 
fault either iu their form of construction 
or iu that of tho engines to account for 
tho unusually great heat developed ut 
given rates of speed. The Khah's engines 
did not give satisfaction yobturday."
